Saturday, May 23, 1931. 

Kach spring for the past eighteen years 
farmers and live stock men have been at- 
tending a one-day cattle feeders’ convention 
at the Kansas Agriculutral College. Dur- 
ing this time the crowds attending have 
been growing larger and larger each year 
except the few years when the weather man 
made iravel impractical or impossible. 

Two outstanding features of these meet- 
ings have been addresses by prominent per- 
sons on subjects of general interest, and 
reports of feeding experiments conducted by 
the Kansas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, at Manhattan. The same features will 
characterize the 19th Cattle Feeders’ Con- 
vention, which will be held Saturday, May 
23d, says Professor C. W. McCampbell. 

It is the policy of the Animal Husbandry 
Department never to attempt to draw de- 
finite conclusions unless the same relative 
results are secured on three successive 
years. This may be of interest in view of 
the fact that findings and conclusions will 
be announced at this year’s cattle feeders 
meeting that, in the opinion of the Animal 
Husbandry Department, will have a more 
far reaching and beneficial effect on cattle 
feeding operations throughout the west than 
anything previously announced by this sta- 
tion. Preliminary work on this problem 
was started in 1920 and its various angles 
have been studied ever since. However; 
the studies of the past three years have 
developed definite, specific information that 
should be of great value to cattle feeders of 
this section of the country.

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Coming of Aberdeen-Angus

I had planned to write this paper in time to have it published 
in the Holiday Number, but time did not permit. 

My interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle dates back to 1894 when 
one of my brothers-in-law returned from Texas where he had seen 
them on the Capitol Syndicate Ranch. He had not learned the name 
of the breed, but he was attracted by their wonderful conformation 
and prepotency; and he told glowing tales of how one of those 
black bulls bred to*forty long-horn Texas cows would produce thir- 
ty-nine black polled calves. 

Raising cattle had always been my hobby, and his tales got 
into my blood; but when I asked 
for definite information he could 
tell me nothing beyond the fact 
that they were black “mulley” cat- 
tle which had been imported from 
Scotland, but that information gave 
me a clue upon which to work and 
I began. 

First, I wrote to Farm and 
Fireside, to which I was a sub- 
scriber; they knew nothing about 
the cattle, but referred me to The 
Breeder’s Gazette, that peer of all 
stock journals. Undaunted by my 
first failure, I wrote for a copy of 
the paper and plied my question 
concerning the “black mulley” cat- 
tle from Scotland; there I struck 
the fountain-head. They not only 
sent me the paper together with 
some pictures of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, but they also sent me the 
address of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association locat- 
ed at Harvey, Ill., with Thos. Mc- 
Farlane as secretary. (The asso- 
ciation, by the way, was only five 
years old then). 

_ The pictures put me to think- 
ing; the cattle I had were very 
poor specimens of beef cattle 
(I was dealing with scrubs), or 
the pictures were very much exag- 
gerated. If they were half as good 
as the pictures I knew that Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were what I wanted; but I thought I’d better 
approach cautiously. Consequently, I wrote the Breeder’s Gazette 
for their opinion of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle as compared with 
Shorthorns and Herefords. They did not care to go on record as 
expressing themselves concerning any specific breed, but ventured 
that a man succeeded best with the breed he liked best. : 

R After looking at the pictures some more. I wrote to Mr. Me- 
Farlane for a list of breeders; when he submitted them I was sur- 
prised to find that only-two of them were south of the Ohio River; 
they were C. KE. Jones of Carysbrook, Va., and W. O. Law & Sons 
of Jane Lew, W. Va. 

Then I made up my mind definitely to own a bull, and began 

an earnest search for him. It was not easy; beef cattle were worth

only about two and one-half cents per pound (and a scrub didn’t 
weigh many pounds) whereas Aberdeen-Angus bulls between six 
and twelve months oid ranged from eighty-five dollars to one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars. To pay that much for one calf looked 
like sheer extravagance, and I did not think that I could afford it, 
but after further investigation I decided that perhaps I could not 
afford not to. 

At first I tried to buy a grade, say seven-eighths, or fifteen- 
sixteenths, with an idea of working up to the pure bred when the 
herd had been improved by the grades, but all the breeders to whom 
I wrote discouraged the idea, say- 
ing that it would be wiser to buy 
the pure bred bull at first. It look- 
ed like a big leap to me because 
there was not a registered bull of 
any breed in Graham County 
then. 

Finally I wrote to Mr. Jones 
and Messrs. Law & Sons for 
prices on a pure bred since they 
advised against a grade. It hap- 
pened that Jones had sold out and 
the Laws had only one calf left. 
Unfortunately I lived ten miles 
from the post office and did not go 
for the mail very often, so by the 
time I had replied to Messrs. Law 
& Sons they had sold out too. 
They encouraged me, however, by 
saying that they had sold a neigh- 
bor one of their best cows and that 
she had a very fine bull calf which 
they would hold until they heard 
from me. This time I took no 
chances, but while I was at the 
post office, I sent the unheard 
price of eighty-five dollars for a 
five months old calf. All my neigh- 
bors thought I had gone crazy, and 
I felt as if they might be right 
about it. However, I have waited 
for these thirty-two years to hear 
them say, “I told you so,” and I 
have not heard it. If all my busi- 
ness ventures had been equally suc- 
cessful, | would have been worth dollars where I am worth only 
pennies. After I ordered the calf, I could hardly wait for him to 
come; but when he did get here, imagine my surprise to learn 
that the express on him was twenty-eight dollars, the price of 
four of my calves his age. But he was a real calf, weighing 
five hundred and forty pounds at five months and five days 
old. He was so far above the average size of calves of his age 
that no one would believe it when I told how old he was. People 
came for miles just to see the wonderful black calf. He was Berlin 
Frank 31077, a son of Noble Lad 25049 who in turn was a son 
of Fear Nought Lad 20361 and Nical 16764. “Frank’s” dam being

At the time 
of the sale he weighed 1080 
pounds which left 1036 
pounds after a 4% _ shrink, 
which brought the total sell- 
ing price to $414.72, making 
a grand total of $505.72, leav- 
ing Keith a net profit of 
$280.22.”

group.” 

Miss Leona supplied the 
following story: “Dad want- 
ed me to write up a story 
about the 1930 calf show and 
I guess it is my duty, so here 
it is: Harold Vesperman son 
of Adolph Vesperman, of 
South Lancaster, was given 
the senior championship of 
the show on his Aberdeen- 
Angus. Harold also placed 
fourth with his junior calf. 
His senior champion weighed 
1050 pounds and sold for 17 
cents per pound and was pur- 
chased by the Plankinton 
Packing Company. This calf 
when purchased by Harold 

- on March 4th, 1930, weighed 
500 pounds. After the truck- 
ing and the original price 
paid for the calf were added 
together and deducted from 
the $54.00 premium money 
and the sale price, Harold 
netted a profit of $105.56.” 

When asked to write a story about her own calf this young lady 
acknowledged that it was not so easy as had been the other report, 
nevertheless this is what she had to say about her own experience: 
“As a beginner in 4-H Club work in the baby beef project, I decid- 
ed to feed Aberdeen-Angus calves. So purchased two, one a junior 
yearling from Mr. E. Biackbourn, of Beetwon, and a senior calf 
from Philip Haulk, of Cassville, Wisconsin. After showing at our 
three country fairs where they were never placed below second I 
entered them in the Junior Live Stock Show at Madison, where I 
received third premium on each calf.

A GLIMPSE AT THE CATTLE MARKET PROSPECTs,: 
HEALTHY FAT CATTLE MARKET FROM MAY ON,’ 

Writing in the Producer, James E. Poole, America’s for 
market reporter has this to say: “A bad-acting cattle mark “i 
in March did not warrant optimism. That condition was i me 
due in large measure to precipitancy on the part of the pt te 
bank cattle money. The March run was heavy, to the point ~Y to 
cess, at every market in the country, and when the beef ma ra 
backed up at the end of Lent, beef trade stagnated, the situation 
being aggravated by a set of Jewish holidays. The recent va 
probably the future, policy of cattle feeders is to cash prematurel, 
instead of running into long feeds and excessive weight, as they qj 
a year ago. Rarely do they take a middle-of-the-road course ; 

One reason for congested beef-coolers late in March was th 
free manner in which killers had previously bid for the chea : 
grades of steers. As long as the product moved they continued 
that policy, marking values up until carcass cost on the hooks ex. 
ceeded that of good cattle on a per-pound basis. Feeders respond- 
ed, and when the inevitable climax had been reached the thin 
cracked wide-open. Heifers went along on the rising tide, both 
markets advancing $1 to $1.50 per cwt. ; 

Competition on yearlings, including heifers, as also on the 
cheaper grades of steers, is turnished by small independent killers 
On the better grades of cattle, competition is restricted, so that 
they advance only in response to acute scarcity. Even then, killers 
have a habit of substituting the product of less desirable animals 
of the same weight. But when all hands and the cook go to buying 
cheap steers and heifers, an irresistible force develops invariably 
running its course, 

What Texas will do this side of June is a problem. It has a 
crop of fat steers, made possible by favorable physical conditions, 
and they will soon show up on the beef-rail. Texas cattle have a 
long reputation as price-breakers when they start running in the 
spring, but it is doubtful if there will be a sufficient number to 
play havoc with a thoroughly deflated market. Should demand re- 
spond, they will get a cordial reception, as the trade can use a 
generous tonnage of the cheaper grades of beef. For the product 
of steers selling at $10 up there is a limited demand from “three 
buyers” to use trade vernacular. 

Cattle have been closely marketed as to condition and weight 
all winter, without adequate replacement meanwhile. What it 
means, no one is competent to tell, especially in the present mud- 
dled condition of things generally; but, in any event, the market will 
not be required to digest the grist of heavy cattle that descended 
on it subsequent to May last year, and, relieved of that load, it 
should be equal to a more creditable performance, especially at the 
new scale of prices. Beef is peculiarly sensitive to industrial con- 
ditions, which are evidently slowly improving, and, with no surplus 
of heavy cattle, light steers and all kinds of yearlings—steers or 
heifers, good and nondescript—should get action. This is the only 
logical forecast possible. No other would be safe, and, in any 
event, would be unpopular. 

Look for a healthy fat-cattle market from May on, when it 
was in a semi-demoralized condition in 1930. “The high point on 
fed steers should develop in July and August, reversing the 1930 
performance.”

Fourteen excellent Aberdeen-Angus steer calves have just been 
purchased for the Maryland 4-H Boys and Girls Beef Club. They 
arrived in Ellicott City and were distributed from there on Wed- 
nesday morning, March 4th, at 11 o’clock. These steers were taken 
out on the farms where they will be fattened by the club members. 
In October, they will be brought in to Baltimore and shown and 
sold during the Baltimore Live Stock Show. These calves were ob- 
tained from Mrs. H. W. Greenough, of Proffit, Virginia, where she 
maintains a large herd of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle on her 
estate. The arrangements for their purchase and distribution were 
in charge of K. A. Clark, Animal Husbandman for the University 
of Maryland Extension Service, College Park, Maryland.

York. Mr. J. D. Patterson, who imported 
the sheep and cattle for his farm near Rich- 
mond Hill, where he is rapidly turning the 
old Patterson home estate, together with 
three or four adjoining farms purchased 
last year, into an up-to-date farm, which he 
plans to stock with the best procurable re- 
presentatives of Southdown sheep and Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. He is remodelling the 
buildings and renovating the fields and 
fences in order to make it—with the beauti- 
ful natural setting the site provides—one of 
the most attractive homes we have had an 
opportunity to visit in a long while. 

The interest of the Patterson family in 
the place dates back to the time 75 years 
ago, when Peter Patterson, Mr. J. D. Patter- 
son’s father, established one of the first 
farm implement factories in Canada on the 
site and founded what was known for years 
as Patterson village. Peter Patterson took 
a keen interest in the agricultural develop- 
ment of the district and served as reeve and 
warden of the county and for 12 years re- 
presented West York in the Provincial Leg- 
islature. 

In 1887 the firm, known at that time as 
Patterson and Brother, moved their plant to 
Woodstock where they built extensive fac- 
tories. In 1891 their interests were merged 
with the Massey-Harris Company. The vil- 
lage of Patterson has long since disappear- 
ed but there remains plenty of evidences of 
the early activities of the family. Particu- 
larly is this noticeable in the beautiful grove 
of trees set out by the present owner’s fath- 
er and in the old mill pond, which Mr. Pat- 
terson has now converted into a very attrac- 
tive little lake winding around the base of a 
hill and some ten acres in extent. 

Don Head, as Mr. Patterson has named 
the farm from the fact that the lake forms 
the head waters of one branch of the Don 
river, furnishes ideal grazing ground for 
both sheep and cattle and this factor led 
Mr. Patterson to make this recent purchas- 
es. He selected Southdowns and Aberdeen- 
Angus because of their consistent winnings 
in the market classes at leading live stock 
shows. 

The first start in: Southdowns was made 
last year with the purchase of forty shear- 
ling ewes from Col. Robt. McEwen of Lon- 


don. These were mated with an imported 
ram Mr. Patterson also bought from Col. 
McEwen that came from the Royal flock at 
Sandringham. 

_ Some of the tribulations experienced by 
importers from Great Britain last year are 
well exemplified in what happened to Mr. 
Patterson’s first importation of South- 
downs. In the spring of 1929, he purchased 
ten choicely bred ewes from His Majesty’s 
flock at Sandringham and an outstanding 
ram from Lady Ludlow’s Luton Hoo flock. 
Subsequent to their purchase and while they 
were in quarantine in Scotland, an outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease occured not far 
from where they were quarantined, as a 
result the shipment was held up from the 
26th of June, 1928 to April, 1930. 

The ewes, however, were mated with the 
Luton Hoo ram and ten lambs were dropped 
in quarantine, duly registered in the South- 
down flock book of Great Britain and added 
to the importation. In the spring of the 
present year thirty more ewes were select- 
ed from outstanding flocks in Great Britain 
—nine from the Luton Hoo flock, nine from 
Lady Fitzgerald’s flock at Buckland, eight 
from the Goodwood flock of the Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon, two from the Walter 
Langmead flock and two from the John 
Langmead flock. 

With eighty breeding ewes of this calibre 
in charge of a capable shepherd, Mr. Patter- 
son naturally feels he is in a position to 
make a real contribution to the Southdown 
breed in Canada. If all goes well he hopes 
to give sheepmen an opportunity to inspect 
the flock at the leading exhibitions this fall. 

The ten Aberdeen-Angus heifers were se- 
lected for Mr. Patterson by D. M. Allan, 
Esq., proprietor of the Ballintomb herd in 
Scotland. It will be recalled that Mr. Allan 
judged the Aberdeen-Angus classes at the 
1929 Royal Winter Fair and the 1930 Chica- 
go International. 

The cattle shipment came through with- 
out any trouble, reaching quarantine at 
Quebec two weeks after they were assem- 
bied in Scotland. Mr. Kindness, who is tak- 
ing charge of the cattle for Mr. Patterson, 
came through with them and they arrived 
in splendid condition. 

Seven of Scotland’s leading herds are re- 
presented in the group of ten—one from 
Ballindalloch, the herd of Sir Geo. McPher- 
son Grant; one from Mr. Allan’s own herd 
at Ballintomb; one from Glamis, the Earl of 
Strathmore’s herd; two from F. L. Wallace’s 


herd at Candacraig; one from Jas. Beeddie, | 


of Banks; two from the Advie-Mains herd 
of the late Peter Grant and two from the 
Ian K. Thompson herd, at Burgie House.

Berina of Candacraig, one of the two from 
the Candacraig herd, is a daughter of Be- 
douin of Candacraig, a bull that topped his 
class at the Aberdeen bull sale in 1926. She 
is in calf to one of the highest priced bulls 
in Scotland, Evolver of Harviestoun, that 
sold for 2,600 guineas (over $13,000) in 1928 
and was later first and reserve champion at 
the Highland show. 

Pretty Parma 2nd of Ballintomb, the heif- 
er supplied from Mr. Allan’s herd, is a 
daughter of Jazer Eric of Harviestoun, a 
480-guinea bull at the Perth sale and after- 
wards first at the Edinburgh Highland 
show. 

Evidette of Ballindalloch, the heifer se- 
lected from the Ballindalloch herd, is a 
daughter of Jorum of Ballindalloch, a bull 
that was first at the Inverness Highland 
show, bull champion at Glasgow Highland 
and reserve bull champion when ten years 
of age, at the Edinburgh Highland.

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Better Live Stock Day 


Mr. and Mrs. Andy Schuler Entertain 


A record attendance was registered at the 
Sixth Annual Better Live Stock Day which 
was held April 16th at the Andy Schuler 
farm ten miles southwest of Junction City, 
Kansas. This program is sponsored by the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders of Geary and 
Dickinson counties, Kansas. President F. D. 
Farrell, of Kansas State College; W. A. 
Cochel, Managing Editor of the Kansas City 
Weekly Star, and other noted agricultural 
men featured the afternoon program. 

The weather was ideal, and for once even 
the wind forgot to blow in Kansas. ‘The 150 
head of cattle selected from the herds of the 
thirteen promoters of the occasion were on 
exhibition. Among this number were some 
royally bred individuals, some that could 
have been blanketed with the ribbons they 
have won in the past, and some others that 
give great promise of future show ring rec- 
ords. As a group they created a great deal 
of attention and favorable comment, in fact, 
it was hard to get some people away from 
the cattle to hear the afternoon program. 
Just over the fence from the exhibition cat- 
tle was the Schuler feed lot, and the manner 
in which Andy culls his herd brought forth 
many comments such as—“Wonder why he 
did not keep that heifer,” and “‘There’s a 
steer that sure would have made a great 
pull.” Andy sure has a fine bunch on feed 
and will be marketing most of them before 
long. Some “Prime” steak will be avail- 
able when he does. Just over another fence, 
pasturing contentedly on fine rye pasture, 
was part of the breeding herd, and a ‘ine 
bunch of babies. All told the proximity of 
the show cattle, the feed lot and the breed- 
ing herd made a wonderful study in itself. 
They were all there, the breeding animal, 
the show animal and the fat steer, and the 
type was the same throughout. 

The forenoon program consisted of a 
judging contest which was managed by 
Prof. D. L. Mackintosh, of Kansas State 
College. Three hundred fifty-five contest- 
ants entered the judging contest. This is 
the largest number ever to enter a judging 
contest in Kansas. The contest consisted of 
seven classes, four animals in each. The of- 
ficial placing being made by Prof. F. W. 
Bell, of Kansas State. 

At noon the crowd, which numbered ap- 
proximately 1500 was served refreshments 
by the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders and their 
wives. A prime Aberdeen-Angus beef 
roasted to a “T” was the main dinner at- 
traction, and not a morsel remained of an 
800 pound critter after the multitude had 
passed the serving table. 

Dr. C. W. McCampbell, head of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department at Kansas 
State College, presided during the after- 
noon program. 

Fred Morgan, 1931 Kansas Champion 
Baby Beef producer, told of how he won this 
honor and the advantages of creep feeding, 
the method by which he produced the win- 
ning baby beeves. 

Pres. F. D. Farrell says “The present {fi- 
nancial depression is brought on by the at- 
titude of American people, to expand things 
and make them bigger.” “The remedy for 
the cattle depression,” says Pres. Farrell, 
“fs to increase in quality, rather than quan- 
tity.” “The successful farmer should have 
a twenty-five to thirty year farm plan, and 
this plan should be guarded on two sides by 
conservative ideas and safe practices, and 


on the other two sides by persistancy and 
moderation.” 

_ “The live stock industry is the most pay- 
ing industry in Kansas,”’ says W. A. Cochel. 
“Success comes in getting the greatest and 
most successful use of the things we raise 
on our farms. This will eliminate greatly 
th» risk and gamble of the cattle business.” 
Mr. Cochel also contrasted live stock condi- 
tions in Russia with those of this country 
and pointed out that there was little to fear 
from Russia as a competitor in live stock 
production for at least two or three genera- 
tions to come. 

Prof. H. Howe, of the Agricultural Eco- 
nomics Department of Kansas State Col- 
lege, discussed taxation problems. “The to- 
tal tax paid by farmers in Kansas has in- 
creased from nine million in 1910, to twenty 
million in 1929,” says Mr. Howe, “and the 
problem of decreasing this tremendous tax 
rests with the people and not primarily with 
the government. 

“Selecting of correct type, early calving, 
and careful feeding practices are the se- 
crets to successful creep feeding,” says J. 
J. Moxley, Extension Division of Kansas 
State College. The entire program was 
managed by David L. Mackintosh of Kansas 
State College and Secretary of the Kansas 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. The winners 
in the judging contest follow.

the writer, we can only conclude that the 
laboratory workers who have been doing so 
much research work with the blood test for 
this disease have entirely lost sight of the 
practical significance of securing for the 
cattle owner a satisfactory calf crop from 
his herd. It seems from this study that the 
only factor of interest to the laboratory 
worker was whether or not the animal could 
be made to show a reaction to the blood test 
and to develop new methods of conducting 
it. 

During the last few years the practicing 
veterinarian has been taken into the control 
officials’ plan to a certain extent through 
the development of a rapid method of mak- 
ing the blood test for abortion disease in 
cattle which can be fairly accurately made 
by the practicing veterinarian himself. This 
plan, which has all the appearances of a 
compromise plan for the purpose of get- 
ting the support and the cooperation of the 
practicing veterinarian for this plan, is not 
meeting with as much favor as would ordin- 
arily be expected. It is evident to the prac- 
ticing veterinarian that any plan in the con- 
trol of abortion disease that is to be suc- 
cessful must be supervised and depend upon 
methods put in practice by the veterinarian 
himself and not depend upon supervision 
from the state control official’s office. 


Objection to the Vaccine Treatment 
Based on False Premises. 


Laboratory workers have based their rea- 
sons for their adoption of the blood test and 
sanitation plan for the control of abortion 
disease on false premises. Probably the 
principal reason for their objection to the 
vaccine method has been the statement that 
vaccinated animals would serve as spread- 
ers of abortion disease in the herd. Experi- 
mental work to date does not bear out these 
statements by any means. If there is any 
danger in this respect, it is so very slight 
when compared to the advantages that are 
likely to accrue as to be of little or no con- 
sequence. One reason commonly given as a 
standard objection to the use of the vaccine 
was the fact that the animal after being 
vaccinated would react to the blood test for 
as long as a year. It made no difference to 
the control official that this animal would 
give birth to a healthy, normal calf and 
yield satisfactory production; as long as she 
gave a reaction of the blood test the plan 
was fundamentally wrong in their estima- 
tion. On the other hand, the cattle owner 
himself would be entirely satisfied with the 
results he secured because, after all, the 
owner desired a healthy, normal calf and 
satisfactory production from his animal, 
both of which he secured. 

Another false premise which has been us- 
ed by laboratory officials to discourage the 
use of vaccine is the statement that there 
was a possibility of transmitting to the hu- 
man consuming the milk from vaccinated 
cows a disease known as undulant fever. 
Recent experimental work indicates that 
the danger from this standpoint is practic- 
ally negligible. Some of our most promi- 
nent authorities who have made extensive 
studies of undulant fever have recently 
reached the decision that there is little if 
any danger from this standpoint. What 
danger may be present can be eliminated 
entirely by pasteurization. It is quite evi- 
dent at this time that more cases of undu- 
lant fever in the human are caused from 
infection secured from swine than are caus- 
ed from the infection secured from cattle 
and that while a few cases may occur from 
cattle infection, they are generally very

This one factor alone 
would no doubt bring about the difference

The use of the vaccine treatment alone in 
a herd that was badly diseased with othey 
infections would naturally show unsatisfact. 
ory results. Proper treatment of the indi- 
vidual cows and general sanitary measures 
for the improvement of the breeding health 
of the herd would in many instances bring 
about entirely different results. In the con- 
trol of this disease it seems to us that this 
is one of the most important factors and 
that the owner and the veterinarian should 
not conclude that all of the breeding trouble 
is due to the abortion infection but that cer- 
tain other infections and in many cases nu- 
tritional troubles are factors that must be 
taken into account. 

What Foreign Authorities Say. 

It will be of interest for the reader to 
know what foreign authorities in every sec- 
tion of the world had to say a few years ago 
about the value of the vaccine treatment for 
the control of abortion disease in cattle. It 
will be interesting to note in reading these 
opinions that practically every one of the 
authorities here quoted recognized the limi- 
tations of this method of control and stated 
them definitely. Therefore, there was little 
or no excuse for veterinary research work- 
ers to overlook these limitations when doing 
experimental work. 

Dr. W. W. Kearney, Chief Veterinary Re- 
search Officer, at the Pan African confer- 
ence at Nairobi, as reported in the Veterin- 
ary Record of September 27, 1924, says: 

“In my opinion the only way of dealing 
with infected farms is by vaccination with 
living vaccine. First of all by injecting the 
vaccine into non-pregnant animals, immun- 
ity is set up and subsequent abortion is pre- 
vented. 

“Moreover, by carrying out the inocula- 
tion in a systematic manner, i. e., by vac- 
cinating all non-pregnant cows and heifers 
when such animals are available on the 
farm, the whole herd can be vaccinated 
within a year or so, and practically all loss 
from abortion may be stopped in that way 
. . . By vaccinating animals the actual 
abortions are reduced from 90 per cent to 5 
per cent.” ; 

Investigations conducted by the Imperial 
Bureau of Health, Berlin, Germany, as re 
ported in the Veterinary Record of Febru- 
ary 12, 1921, are summarized as follows:

“Abortion rate in the bacterin treated an- 
imals, before treatment, 18.51 per cent; af- 
ter treatment, 13.20 per cent. 

“Animals receiving living organisms, 
(vaccine) before treatment, 29.09 per cent; 
after treatment, 6.36 per cent. 

“Untreated animals, (controls), first year 
16.31 per cent; second year, 22.68 per cent.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Bowes, of Leeds, Eng- 
land, in the Veterinary Record of March 31, 
1923, says: 

“As to the reliability of the vaccination, 
the experiments in Oxfordshire before and 
in the early years of the War showed a re- 
duction of from about 25 per cent to 5 per 
cent in the abortions after vaccination, and 
this appears to be the general experience.” 

Dr. Tudor Hughes, of England, in the 
Veterinary Record of April 8, 1922, says: 

“The fact that once a cow aborts, she is 

likely to prove infected for an indefinite 
period points with no uncertain hand to- 
wards vaccination as the policy to pursue, 
especially in view of the encouraging re- 
sults obtained. In the ordinary farm herd, 
whether kept for dairy purposes or stock 
rearing, it represents the only practical 
method of control, and seeing that the dis- 
ease is widespread, so likewise should be 
the process of vaccination. 
_ “Vaccination presents a method whereby 
In a comparatively short time the same re- 
sults, as regards immunity, may be obtain- 
ed as may be hoped for in several years by 
the small quantity of infection obtained at 
intervals from contaminated food and water 
and at far less expense, by eliminating 
abortions and consequent losses.” 

Dr. J. T. Edwards, of the Royal Veterin- 
ary College, of London, England, in the 
September 17, 1921, issue of Veterinary 
Record, says: 

“Animals that have once aborted can be 


protected against a second abortion if they 
are inoculated during the interval between 
abortion and succeeding conception with 
massive doses of living culture.” 

The above quotations by some of the lead- 
ing veterinary authorities in widely separ- 
ated sections of the world are indicative of 
the possibilities of the vaccine treatment of 
abortion disease in cattle as recognized 
nearly ten years ago. Just why more ex- 
perimental work has not been done in the 
United States to learn more about this 
method of treatment is more than we can 
understand. 

Some Early Opinions of American 
Authorities. 


It will be noted by the reader that most 
of the prominent veterinary authorities in 
the United States have recognized the im- 
portance and the value of the vaccine treat- 
ment for abortion disease for the past sev- 
eral years as indicated by the quotations 
that follow: 

Dr. Theobald Smith, of the Rockefeller 
Institute of Medical Research, at Princeton, 
New Jersey, in the Cornell Veterinarian of 
April, 1921, says: 

“Taking as fairly well established the 
gradual increase of resistance of infectious 
abortion in a herd which is largely due to 
the fact that all animals sooner or later 
pass through the disease in either a mild, 
unrecognized or an open form associated 
with loss of the fetus, the question arises, 
how can this information be utilized in com- 
bating the disease. Two and only two ways 
are open. One is to use the diagnostic test 
of agglutination to detect infection and to 
kill the infected animals. The other is to 
assist the herd to pass through the disease 
in as harmless a manner as possible by 
vaccination with living virus at the right 
time and treating the vaccinated animal in 
such a way as to maintain the strict locali- 
zation of the virus.” 

The fact should be kept in mind that Dr. 
Theobald Smith is one of the best known 
veterinary research workers the United 
States has ever produced and that his opin- 
ion carries as much if not more weight than 
any other research worker in the United 
States. 

In the July, 1924, issue of the Journal of 
the American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, Drs. C. P. Pitch and W. L. Boyd of the 
University of Minnesota, say: 

“A careful study of these results fails to 
show that the living vaccine exerts any ser- 
ious deleterious effects on cattle. . . This 
would not indicate that living vaccines 
greatly increased the number of animals 
eliminating the germ by way of their ud- 
ders. We do not believe that when all 
other thines are considered vaccination with 
the livin; vaccine is a dangerous procedure 
in herds which are shown by the blood test 
to be badly infected with B. abortus. 

The following excerpts are among the 
conclusions offered by Fitch and Boyd: 

“That living vaccine produces some im- 
munity to invasion of the placenta of B. 
abortus Bang. 

“The degree of immunity varies accord- 
ing to the individual and such variations 
are marked. 

“Living vaccines apparently do not in- 
crease. the number of animals which elimin- 
ate Bact. abortus through the udder or dis- 
charges incident to parturition. 

“Cattle have a marked variation of sus- 
ceptibility to invasion by Bact. abortus 
Bang.” 

Dr. Ward Giltner, Dean of Veterinary 
Medicine at the Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege, in the January, 1924, issue of Journal 


of American Veterinary Medical Associa- .

“It has occured to us that since dead cul- 
tures or bacterins have thus far signally 
failed to meet the needs of either a protect- 
ive or curative treatment, the problem con- 
sists in the selection of a living strain, pos- 
sessed of high antigenic and low, or no, 
pathogenic properties. 

“If vaccines in their present state of de- 
velopment are used, no further steps should 
be required, except that isolation, sex hy- 
giene, or stable sanitation should be practic- 
ed at the time of calving and abortions, 
especially in order to prevent sterility and 
complications.” 

In the February, 1922, issue of Journal of 
the American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, Dr. E. C. Schroeder, of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry, says: 

“An examination of the available data 
on the use of living cultures of abortion 
bacilli to produce immunity shows three 
thing's: 

(1) that very few tests have been made 
under strict experimental conditions; 

(2) that the number of abortidns among 
cattle that have received injections some- 
time before conception, drops with a note- 
worthy frequency to approximately 5 per 
cent, no matter what it may have been be- 
fore immunization was attempted; and 

(3) that the per cent of abortions among 
treated cattle is lower as a rule than among 
untreated cattle kept under the same con- 
ditions.” 

Referring to an herd, 
Schroeder says: 

“Of the eleven cows treated with living 
organisms before conception, ten calved nor- 
mally in all respects; one aborted. Of the 
eight controls, seven aborted.”

By this 
time I had begun to show my neighbors 
what real Aberdeen-Angus calves looked 
like, and they opened their eyes when men 
came from adjoining counties and paid me 
from thirty-five to fifty dollars for bull 
calves of breeding age. 

I followed Carysbrook Wilson with Piasa 
Sardius 59327 who had for sire Granting 
Knight 29729 and his dam was Piasa Dew- 
drop 37157, bred by J. P. Vissering, of Mell- 
ville, Illinois. Mr. Vissering bought a whole 
herd to get the sire of this bull; he was 
great for bull calves, but not so good for 
heifers. I sold one of his steers when he 
was fifteen months old that weighed an ev- 
en eight hundred pounds. This steer was 
taken to the experiment station at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., where he was fed for twelve 
months and then carried all over the state 
to show the farmers the right type of steer 
to raise for beef. 

Incidentally, I range my cattle in the 
mountains and this calf was dropped there; 
| did not bring him home until January 1, 
and took him back March 20, having fed 
him two months and twenty days. His rec- 
ord should convince the most doubtful as 
to the hardiness and thriftiness of the breed. 


In August 1906 1 met Mr. A. L. French 
of Birdville, Va., proprietor of Sunny 
Home Farm; I bought Nannie Rose F. 95720 
from Mr. French. She was sired by Baron 
Rosebay 57666, which was one of the last 
if not the last herd bull sired by the great- 
est of herd bulls of his day—old Gay Black- 
bird 14443. The Breeder’s Gazette said he 
was the greatest bull the breed had produc- 
ed in his day; he made himself immortal by 
siring Gay Lad 19538 that sold for the high- 
est price of the breed at that time—three 
thousand and fifty dollars.

ceased to talk about them to this day. On 
that trip in addition to selling him my beef 
cattle I sold him Piasa Sardius 59327 and 
some young high grade bulls. When I gave 
him Piasa Sardius’ registration certificate 
he examined it carefully, and told me it was 
the first one he had ever seen. Mr. Hitch 
liked the Aberdeen-Angus steers so well 
that he came back for more of them the 
next fall. 


I was so well pleased with Nannie Rose 
F. that I decided to increase my pure bred 
herd. Accordingly, in the fall of 1909 I 
went to Virginia and bought ten head of 
pure breds—one cow, Montebello Empress 
77750, seven heifers and two bull calves. 

It was decreed that I should not keep one 
of the bulls long because he following fall 
(1910) when Mr. Hitch came for my beef 
— he bought Walnut Hills Jock 132017 
also. 


The feeding quality of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer was a revelation to Mr. Hitch, and 
he resolved to take my advice to breed pure 
breds; therefore, in 1911 he added to the 
beef cattle that wonderful breeding cow, 
Ethel of Buffalo 131924 a daughter of 
Knobbley’s Editor 66226 and Ethel K. L. 
54737, and her heifer calf, Fannie Viola of 
Buffalo 154901, sired by Nosegay’s Jestor 
106523. 

The taking of these two cows to Blount 
County, Tennessee, marks the beginning of 
the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus in that coun- 
ty which is now famous for the breed. 

As in the case of my first bull, people 
came from far and near to see Ethel of Buf- 
falo 131924; she was a beautiful smooth cow 
of great scale. 

The calf Mr. Hitch got with Ethel of Buf- 
falo, Fannie Viola of Buffalo, developed in- 
to a great breeder. Let me quote Mr. Hitch 
on her milking qualities: 

“Fannie Viola is the greatest milk cow 
I almost ever saw regardless of breed—a 
thing we breeders ought to take care of.” 

Remember she is a granddaughter of old 
Nosegay French and a daughter of Nose- 
gay’s Jestor that, I am proud to say, has 
the reputation of never siring a bad calf or 
a poor milker. As proof of my liking the 
heifers of Nosegay’s Jestor 106523, and 
their worthiness of admiration, I will cite 
the fact that I have retained in the herd one 
of his calves, Doreas H. of Buffalo 216081 
by Nosegay’s Jestor 106523 and out of Mon- 
tebello Empress 77750. Although this cow 
was eighteen years old last July, she looks 
like a heifer and is still a regular breeder. 
On November 11, 1930 she dropped a fine 
heifer calf to the service of Smoky Moun- 
tain B. D. 3d 423008. 

When the time came to part with that 
majestic old king of the herd, Nosegay’s 
Jestor, I sold him to Mr. D. H. Griffitts of 
Mint, Tennessee, who was so well pleased 
with his calves that he came back and 
bought the only heifer I had for sale, Thel- 
ma H. 2d of Buffalo 215890; and upon this 
foundation he has built a splendid pure bred 
herd. 

Mr. Hitch was so thoroughly delighted 
with Ethel of Buffalo and Fannie Viola of 
Buffalo that he came again to my herd in 
1913 and selected Walnut Hills Flora 132011 
and two of her heifers, Virginia H. of Buf- 
falo 184637 and Velma H. of Buffalo 184- 
638. These he kept until March 1920 when 
he put them into his sale. 

I had the pleasure of attending that sale 
and saw five head of my own breeding and 
their descendants go through the ring bring- 
ing a total of one thousand nine hundred 
and sixty dollars—an average of three hun- 
dred and ninety-three dollars each. 

As for the record of Ethel H. of Buffalo, 
let me quote Mr. Hitch himself, who says:

Last spring I went to Mr. Hitches cattle 
sale and bought two richly bred heifers 
Nosegay of the Hills 20th, a daughter of 
Earl Marshall 4th 351888, a worthy son of 
Earl Marshall 183780, and her mother was 
Nosegay of the Hills 2d 371677; the other 
heifer being Ethel of the Hills 21st by Syl- 
va Erwin 338587 who is a son of Knight of 
Erwin 338587 who*is a son of Knight of 
Rosemere 2d 217741, her dam being Ethel 
of the Hills 12th. They are developing so 
splendidly that I returned to the Hitch sale 
in October, 1930, and purchased what I con- 
sidered the top bull of the sale—King Mar- 
shall by Earl Marshall 4th and out of Queen 
of the Hills 12th 371661, a daughter of 
Black D. of Rosemere 185069. 

I am expecting as great things from Eth- 
el of the Hills 21st in my herd as her illus- 
trious ancestor, Ethel of Buffalo, wrought 
in Mr. Hitches herd. 

I have never advertised much because | 
have always found buyers at remunerative 
prices. 

While all this has been happening I have 
reared a family of six children—five girls 
and a boy; two of the girls have finished 
high school and two year normal school 
courses and are teaching; one of them has 
an A. B. degree from one of the best wom- 
ens’ colleges in the south, and the youngest 
is taking her second year of college. 

On the site where the little log house 
stood in which I first saw the light of day 
now stands a modern ten room house with 
a concrete basement. A never-failing spring 
has been piped in and we now have the lux- 
ury of hot and cold water in the house, so 
when the editor comes down to inspect the 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, he miay 
have a bath! These things could not have 
been possible but for the breeding of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. :
